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LONDON,  Oct.  S«.— Battles  MUth  o( 
jpUC*.  where  the  Oerinsna  have  mad*

knd  Ualicla.  where  the  Kueelana  have 
Kaiaed  rather  Important  vlctoriea,  are

The  Oermane  have  concentrated  very 
^AT^e  forvee  with  a  vreat  amount  of 
artillery,  south  of  Mica,  and  as  a  result, 
^  «tubborn  battle  has  been  in  prosress 
Xor  several  days.  Jb'leid  Marshal  von 
Jlindenburv,  who  la  In  command  In  this 
I'eclOD,  reported  two  days  ago  tliat  fata 
forcsa  had  reached  the  lUver  Dvlna, 
^ut  aa  on  a  previous  occasion  this  broad 
sod  ttJtt  running  stream  appears  to 
Jiave  held  him  up  for  the  time  t>elnff. 

The  situation,  however,  is  considered 
)iy  the  ilusslana  to  be  more  serious 
than  it  had  beeu  for  a  long  time,  and 
there  is  again  talk  of  the  evacuation 
by  ths  mlUtgfy  who  have  been  In  sole 
occupation  of  the  city  since  the  civilian 
population  left  a  month  ago.

have  evacuated  Csernowiti,  a  report 
which  Ands  some  confirmation  in  an 
Odessa  dispatch,  declaring  that  the  Rus- 
sians have  abandoned  their  contem- 
plated evacuation  of  the  northern  dis- 
trict* of  BesaaTaMa.

front,  as  Berlin  reports  that  they  ars 
advancing  on  Uhabats.  which  Is  a  long 
distance  west  of  Belgrade,  while  for  the 
Vulgarians,  it  Is  claimed  that  they 
have  capttired  Bultantcpc,  southwest  of 
)Sgrl  Planka,  and  that  In  advancing  to- 
ward Kamanovo  they  took  2,000  pris- 
oners. Beth  of  these  places  are  east  of 
Uskub.  , 

There  Is  still  some  doubt  as  to 
Whether  they  have  cut  the  railroad 
Itear  Vranya,  the  Serbian  Gtovernment 
denying  the  report  that  they  have-  done 
ihts,  while  other  accounts  claim  the 
Bulgarians  reached  the  city,  but  were 
driven  back. 

The  general  opinion  la  that  the  Ocr- 
tnant,  in  the  first  place,  aim  at  the

LONDON.  Oct.  11.— Great  Britain  has 
made  a  formal  offer  of  the  island  of 
Cyprus  to  Greece  ss  soon  as  Greeoe 
undertakes  to  intervene  In  the  war  oa 
the  side  of  the  Alliea  The  Dally  Tele- 
graph   makes    this   announcement. 

'"Thus  far,"  says  The  Dally  Tele- 
graph, "Greece  has  not  replied  to  the 
offer  of  Cyprua  Our  Athens  corre- 
spondent informs  us  that  It  believes 
the  offer  will  create  an  excellent  Im- 
pression In  Greece,  since  it  is  an  ac- 
tual present  concession  and  not  a  mere 
promise  which  Germany  mtght  sug- 
gest snd  would  never  be  carried  out." 

The  Daily  Telegraph,  In  aa  editorial, 
claims  thst  Its  report  Is  based  on  gooa 
authority.  The  newspaper  points  out 
that  the  proposal  differs  from  the 
G«nnan  offers  to  Greece.  Inasmuch  as 
It  Is  not  contingent  upon  the  final  tri- 
umph of  the  Triple  Kntente.  but  would 
take  effect  as  soon  ss  Greece  performed 
ber  part  in  the  suggested  agreemaat.

They  will 
spend  two  days  In  Fternle,  and  will  ar- 
rive In  Calgary  on  Jdoaday  next.

With  Policy  Being  Pursued 
In  Near  East— No  Disunion 
in  Cabinet. 


LONDON.  Oct.  20.— Coaiinc  direct 
from  Bucktngliam  Palaoc.  wbarc  h« 
handed  to  Klag  Oaorga  the  swla  •t 
hia  office  oa  hla  reMgnatioa  tr*m  tha 
CablMt,  Sir  Edward  Carson  anNV«* 
is  the  House  this  aftemotn  and  aat  at 
rest  all  conjeciuraa  ra^nrdlag  th*  re«> 
sons  for  his  retir«aM«nt. 

Hlsing  from  bis  old  scat  «b  tiM  front 
UppoalUon  baaches,  the  formor  Attor* 
ney>Ueneral.  in  a  few  words,  mnde  tho 
Moose  conversant  with  the  causa  of 
the  Ministerial  crtats.  which  ho  sold 
was  due  entirely  to  the  fhct  thnt  ha 
found  hloMelt  in  eonplata  vartanca  with 
the  Cabinet  on  tho  questions  of  Neaj' 
JiJaatern  policy.  He  felt,  therofore. 
that  his  presence  in  tho  Cabinet  would 
be  a  source  of  wcakneaa  and  not  ot 
•trength. 

Sir  ISdward  added  he  never  had  tho 
•ligbtcat  personal  diff Icultiea  wtth  •at 
ot  bio  colleagues. 

After  expressing  regret  at  tbo  ah- 
•enoe  of  Premier  Asquith.  and  atatlng 
that  for  this  reaaon  he  would  artvc  » 
briefer  esplanation  than  ha  had  in* 
tended,   he   said: 

Mo  MSB  of  W«I«MMI 

"I  am  well  aware  of  the  difficultieo 
under  existing  ctrcunurtanees  of 
making  a  full  statement,  or  of  aay> 
Ing  anything  that  might  be  Uken  hold 
of  as  showing  any  sign  of  waaknasa  or 
dirergence  In  the  main  object  we  have 
In  ▼iew— that  of  carrying  the  war  at 
all  aacrlflcs  to  a  final  and  concluslre 
lasue.  I  need  hardly  say  that  upon  that 
Issue  there  Is  not.  and  never  baa  beeni 
either  In  the  Cabinet.  In  this  House,  or 
In  tbe  country,  disagreement  or  diverg- 
ence of  opinion. 

"The  real  unity  which  the  country 
wants  is  that  steadfast  unity  of  pur- 
pose to  defeat  our  enemies  and  to  aavo 
our  country,  and  I  entirely  d*ny  that 
the  fact  of  holding  a  divergent  view  as 
to  tbe  beat  policy  and  maaaorea  to 
adept  in  the  varloua  war  theatres  in 
order  to  bring  It  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion is  in  any  aenae  an  element  of 
disunion'. 

"I  have  been  criticised  and  seen 
criticisms  and  reasons  for  nvy  resigna- 
tion of  a  very  petty  and  malicious 
character,  attributing  the  motives  to  a 
party  and  political   nature. 

"1  do  not  desire  to  desl  with  these 
ridiculous  assertions  except  to  say  now, 
in  the  presence  of  many  of  my  lata 
colleagues,  that  since  I  entered  th« 
Cabinet  J  never  heard  a  word  of  dis- 
cusBloh  or  dispute  on  those  party  ques- 
tions which  divided  us  before  the* 
war.  In  every  Cabinet  meeting  I  at- 
tended we  all  devoted  our  energies, 
wholly  and  solely,  to  the  discussion  of 
questions  which  aroae  with  reference 
to  the  presecutlon  of  the  war. 
Bcttata'a  MfflonlMag 

"I  also  desire  to  say  that  during  the 
whole  time  I"  hav«  been  in  the  Cabinet 
I  never  had  any  personal  difference 
either  with  the  Prime  Mlntater.  whose 
unvarying  ovurtesy  I  desire  to  ac« 
knvwledge,  of  with  any  one  of  my  late 
colleagues.  May  I  add  that  no  one 
realises  more  than  I  the  great  diffi- 
culties under  which  we  labor  owing  to 
tho  fact  that  our  policy  and  plans  mu.4t 
at  all  times  be  adopted  In  concert  and 
co-ordination  with  our  various  Allies, 
and  must  also  very  frequently  be 
tiamed  with  a  vle^  to  consulting'  sentl- 
mtnts  and  fOellngs  In  the  neutral  coun- 
tries with  whom  wo  romain  on  friend- 
ly terms.  This  often  has  been  lost 
sight  of  by  critics  of  our  actions,  who 
cannot  possibly  know  the  difficulties 
which  arise  from  time  to  time. 

"Oltfloultles  which  have  arisen  in 
tho  Eastern  war  theatres  have  created 
a  situation,  which  to  my  mind,  must 
necessarily  lead  to  far-reaching  ro- 
sulta 

"At  the  tima  I  entered  the  Cabinet 
w«  already  were  committed  to  what 
may  be  called  the  operations  in  OalllpoU. 
It  is  not,  of  course,  my  Intention  to 
deal  either  wtth  the  inception  or  the 
carrying  out  of  those  operations,  but 
it  must  be  plain  to  any  observer  that 
the  new  war  theatre  In  the  Balkan^ 
created  a  situation  which  could  not  be 
divorced  from  our  position  on  the^Oal- 
lipoli  Pentnaula,  and  the'  statement 
made  in  the  House  by  the  Foreign  Min- 
ister, with  the  sanction  of  the  Cabinet, 
appeared  to  me  to  be  an  aanounccmont 
uf  a  policy  of  the  higheat  Importance 
with  regard  to  our  obligations  In  tha 
Kalkans  involving  our  prestige  and 
honor. 

"That  situation,  with  alt  its  rom- 
plications,  created.  In  my  opinion,  a 
clearly  defined,  well  thought  out.  and 
deelalve  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  finding  myself  unable  to 
agree  in  any  respect  with  what  1  un- 
derstand to  be  laid  down  as  a  policy 
approved  by  tha  Government,  I  felt  that 
my  presence  in  the  Cabinet  could  not 
be  of  any  use  in  the  critical  situation 
In  wbicb  we  were  InTolvad 

"I  ne«!d  hardly  say  I  am  not  sugsrest- 
Ing  that  my  views  could  possibly  com- 
pare with  those  who  have  much  more 
experience  and  greater  wisdom  In 
dealing  with  such  situation*,  but  at  the 
same  time,  I  held  and  hold  the  views 
1  have  expressed,  very  strongly,  and  I 
hope  the  House  will  believe,  conscien- 
tiously and  patriotically.  1  did  not  think 
that  In  the  circumstances  I  could  be 
anything  but  a  source  of  weakness  at  a 
time  requiring  groat  strength  and  con- 
sistency. That  is  all  I  can  say.  and  I 
ask  the  House  to  bellsve  that  in  the 
course  I  have  taken  I  have  been  actu- 
ated by  no  personal  or  party  motives, 
but  that  I  have  acted  to  the  l>est  of  my 
ability.  In  the  intereata  of  my  country 
only.-

Germans  Reported  to  Be  With- 
in Two  Days'  March  of  Baltic 
Port  —  Russian  Successes 
Along  Styr. 


PETROOtlAD,  Oct.  10  (via  I^OBdPn) 
Oct.  20.  —  Boaslan  cavalry  eharslbS 
the  German  at  Podehorevltcbi.  west  of 
iiafaioTka.  In  the  rocont  tghtUis.  broke 
through  tholr  tinea  of  dofopeoa  and 
overrodo  the  trencboa.  Intletlng  hesvy 
losses  aqd  seriously  Interfering  with 
the  evldont  plans  of  the  Germans  to 
dig  in  along  tbo  Styr  Rlror  for  Winter 
quarters. 

Along  the  front  of  tho  Styr  and 
Mtokhod  Rivers  the  Qormans  apparont- 
ly  have  renounced  their  offensive.  Bo- 
ports  roeolved  from  prisoners  taken  in 
this  region  say  that  tho  trenehoo  there 
are  mannod  largely  by  worn-out  troops 
from  tho  DYtnsk-Rlga  front  who  have 
been  seat  southward  to  racuporatc. 
These  men,  the  prisonors  assort,  wore 
surprised  by  the  tmpotaoua  rush  of  the 
Uusslan  cavalry  and  broke  from  their 
positions  and  floundered  through  the 
marshoa.  more  than  a  thousand  of  thom 
falling  Into  the  hands  of  the  Russians. 

Tho  eaptaro  almultanooualy  of  Novo 
Belkl,  where  another  hus*  hag  of  pri- 
soners and  munitions  was  taken,  is  con- 
sidered to  have  further  weakened  the 
German  line  and  to  threaten  their  posi- 
tion from  the  Prlpet  to  the  NMemen. 
There  is  avldence  of  a  contlnved  re- 
moval of  troops  from  this  district  to 
the  north  theatre  in  tho  vldalty  of 
Dvlnsk  and  Riga.

QUKBBC,  Oct.  20.— A  serious  .strike 
Itt  In  progress  at  the  Jord  Asbestos 
ailncs  in  Northern  Quebec,  where  2,000 
miners  working  for  the  various  mining 
corporations   went  out  on  Monday. 

All  tbe  minea  are  elosed,  and  thO  men 
sre  determined  to  keep  them  closed  un- 
til they  win.  violence  has  occurred  In 
some  Instances  In  the  efforts  of  the 
strikers  to  prevent  men  from  working, 
but  no  serious  mlshapo  occurred. 

The  strikers  left  work  to  force  the 
companies  to  pay  them  the  wages  in 
effect  before  the  war.  They  say  tbey 
allowed  their  salariea  to  be  reduced 
when  war  broke  out  because  of  the  poor 
condition  of  the  nurket,  but  assert  that 
now  asbestos  is  strong  on  the  market, 
the  production  Is  alive,  and  they  claim 
their  previous  wagea.  The  many  Rus- 
sians employed  in  the  mines  stand  by 
the  other  strikers.  The  strikers  also 
elaim  that  the  companies  force  th«nt  to 
purchass  their  goods  from  the  com- 
panies' own  store's,  and  they  demand 
the  right   to  buy   anywhere   they   wish. 

A  strike  committee  haa  been  forme'J, 
with  Mayor  Garreau  as  president  and 
Alderman  Rousseau  secretary.

Baron  Sydenham  Points  Out 
Difficulties  ^  of  Coping  With 
Zeppelin  Menace  to  London 
— Time  for  Attacic, 


liOXDO.V,  Oct.  21.— The  Zeppelin 
menace  occupied  the  greater  part  of  the 
time  In  the  House  of  Lorda  last  even- 
ing. Baron  Sydenham,  for  many  years 
In  the  Royal  Knginaera,  crltlclced  the 
London   defences. 

"The  local  dlfflcultles  of  obtaining 
protection  agalnat  aircraft  bombs,"  he 
said,  "have  lot  yet  been  appreciated. 
The  Zeppelin  must  flrst  be  found  by  a 
searchlight,  the  range  of  which  la  often 
considerably  laaa  than  that  of  the  guns 
and  la  induenred  largely  by  atmospheric 
conditions.  Tne  gunner  must  know  the 
range  within  vary  narrow  limits  of  ac- 
curacy. The  time  fuae  of  abells  must 
be  set  very  accurately.  The  alghtlnv 
of  the  gun,  moreover,  la  a  matter  re- 
quiring the  greateat  akllL  To  put  ua- 
tralned  and  ;;npracticed  men  In  charge 
of  guns  like  the»e  is  foolish. 

"My  Impression  of  the  shooting  In  the 
last  raid  was  that  much  of  It  was  at 
random,  the  shells  bursting  nowhere 
near  the  Zeppelins.  The  men  using 
theae  guns  should  come  from  tha 
trenches,  where  they  have  been  able  to 
get  actual  practice. 

"The  dangrera  to  our  own  population 
from  the  use  of  shells  are  vary  email 
aa  they  fall  a*  a  low  velocity. 


"The  question  of  the  illumination  of 
Vondon  la  a  difflcult  one.  If  the  Illu- 
mination ia  kept  ao  low  aa  to  prevent 
tha  Zeppelin  crew  from  feoognlaing 
apaeial  ohjaota  In  tha  city,  nothing  can 
be  gained  from  further  decrea*lng  It 
The  lower  tl>e  illumination  becomea  the 
eaaier  It  la  for  those  in  th<>  Zeppellna 
to  aee  aignala  whiclh  spies  mmy  l>e  llaah- 
Ing.

Theae  kingdoma 
cannot  regnrd  Bulgarian  nuceeaa  with 
eauahimlty,  and  aelf-intereat  aepme 
likely  to  force  them  Into  the  war  on 
the  aide  of  the  Kntente  Puwen.

If 
We  are  aaked  why  none  of  the  railwaya 
underuke  auch  an  enterpHae.  we  will 
reply  that  up  to  the  preeoBt  the  railwaya 
have  had  no  reaaon  to  do  ao,  and  In 
thia  alao  may  be  found  the  explanation 
of  the  fact  that  railway  officialdom 
doea  not  recognise  tho  availability  of 
the-  port  for  auch  a  puirpoae.

imports  meant  loss  and  the  present  ox- 
cesM  of  our  exports  moans  prowpority. 
What  It  really  means  Is  that  we  aro 
not  borrowing  as  much  money  as  we 
were  for  public  works  and  railways.  It 
is  strange  how  alow  many  well-in- 
formed people  aro  to  learn  the  baalo 
facta  of  trade. 

Kveryone  knows  that  when  great  un- 
dertaklnga  in  Canada  have  been  fi- 
nanced and  are  carried  out  tho  coun- 
try enjoy  a  correaponding  proeporlty. 
Such  undertakings  are  usually  financed 
abroad.  Tho  loana  come  to  this  coun- 
try nut  in  cash  but  In  imports,  whlcb 
arn  paid  for  not  In  caah  but  with 
oecuritlea.  ComparatlvOly  little  money 
leaves  the  country  or  Is  brought  into 
it.  International  trade  transactions  aro 
carried  out  with  merchandlae,  aeeurttloa 
and  credlta. 


A  Liberal  contemporary  eeeka  to  hold 
tba  Oovemroent  reaponaibie  for  what  it 
termo  tho  ovor-oapltallMtleo  of  tho 
Ocean  Falla  Pulp  Company.  We  under- 
uke to  aay  that  If  the  Ooverpment 
oougbt  to  datermino  what  tho  capitall- 
xxtlon  of  any  Induatrial  company  ahould 
be  our  contemporary  would  aattail  it. 
•nd  very  Justly,  with  Interfering  wlt.'i 
private  rights.  This  Is  quite  apart  from 
the  fact  that  the  Government  has  no 
power  to  so  interfere,  and  If  It  had  It 
could  provide  no  machinery  by  which 
the  proper  capltaliMtlon  could  bo  doter- 
rolned.  Moreover,  If  tho  oapltallzattoa 
waa  approved  of  by  the  Government  the 
approval  would  be  a  quasi  endorsement 
oX  the  financial  value  of  the  company's 
ontorprlao.  and  would  create  an  equit- 
able right  on  tho  p«rt  of  aubai-ribers  to 
the  capital  to  claim  damages  from  the 
Oovernmont  in  case  tbo  capitalisation 
was  in  point  of  fact  excessive. 

It  is  a  singular  thing  that  only  In 
British  Columbia  Is  the  Government  sup- 
posed to  act  as  tho  apoclal  guardian  of 
invoatora  In  Joint  stock  companies  and 
real  estate  speculators.  If  a  company 
starts  out  honeatly  or  otherwise  to  raiae 
a  lot  more  capital  than  it  can  profitably 
employ,  or  some  get-rlch.qutck  pereon 
puts  hIa  moijey  blindly  Into  town  Iota, 
the  Britlah  Columbia  Government  ia  held 
respooaiblOk  A  few  weeka  ago  we  saw 
tho  Toronto  Globe  seeking  to  make  the 
Gknrornment  Culpable  because  some  peo- 
ple made  foolish  purchases  of  town  lots 
In  a  certain  part  of  the  Province,  and 
now  we  have  a  contemporary  aceking  to 
hold  the  Government  up  to  condemna- 
tion because  it  alleges  some  promefers 
in  London  floated  an'  eniorprtae  -with  too 
great  a  capital. 

Surely  there  must  be  a  limit  some- 
where to  the  responsibilities  of  tho 
MeBrlde  administration.

A  relic  of  much  Interest  in  connection 
with  Trafalgar  Day  is  a  little  four-page 
pamphlet  giving  a  Uescription  of  the 
funeral  of  Admiral  Lord  Nelnon.  It 
wuH  published  in  London,  and  beara  on 
Its  front  page  the  inacription:  "A  full 
and  particular  account  of  the  funeral 
proceasion  of  the  late  Lord  Viscount 
Nelson,  from  the  Admiralty  to  St.  Paul'a 
Cathedral,  on  Thuraday.  the  >th  day 
of  January,  1808.  in  which  will  bo^ 
found  a  full  dpacrlption  of  the  funeral 
bearae  or  car,  and  ail  other  partlcu- 
lara  of  the  procesaion.'  to  which  is 
added  an  elegy  on  the  death  of  tbat 
illuatrious  hero." 

The  introduction  says:  "The  last  sad 
obsequiee  to  departed  greatness  are 
past;  nil  funeral  pomp,  parade  and  cir- 
cumatance  haa  nnlshed,  and  the  remains 
of  the  lamented  hero  of  the  NUe  and 
Trafalgar  are  consigned  to  the  tomb. 
Mis  memory,  however,  will  atlU  live 
in  the  recollection  of  Britons,  and  ages 
will  read  with  delight,  mixed  with  en- 
thusiasm and  aetoniHhment.  the  recorda 
of  hia  noble  and  heroic  aohlovements." 

It  Is  noted  in  the  account  that  nearly 
four  hundred  carriages.  Including 
thoae  from  the  esquire  to  the  duke,  as- 
sembled before  nine  o'clock  in  Uyde 
Park,  that  all  posalble  polnta  along  the 
route  were  occupied  by  spocUtors,  ai)d 
that  the  proceasion  reached  St.  Paul's 
about  four  o'clock.  It  waa  led  by  the 
»Jnd  HIghlandera,  after  them  coming 
the  THh  and  31st  neglments  of  infantry, 
Ave  regiments  of  cavalry  and  tho  royal 
train  of  artillery,  six  lleutenanta  of  the 
Victory,  bearing  the  bannerolls.  six  ad- 
mirals to  bear  the  canopy  and  four  to 
support  the  pall,  immediately  preceded 
tbo  coffin.  Preceding  them  were  the 
Prince  of  Walea  and  the  royal  dukea. 
Cumberland.  Kent  and  Clarence,  each 
in  a  coach  and  six.  The  Dukea  of  York, 
Cambridge  and  Suasex  wore  also  in  at- 
tendance. 

It  is  sUted  that  "the  brave  tare,  who 
mourned  their  gallant  leader  alain,  ex- 
cited an  Interest  with  the  spectators 
second  only  to  tho  approach  of  the 
body  of  their  beloved  hero,  the  sight  of 
which,  even  in  breasts  the  most  cal- 
lous and  obdurate.  involunUrly  pro- 
voked the  tear  of  regret,  and  In  many 
others  made  a  most  deep  and  visible 
impression."

"I  expect  you  will  aee  In  the  papera 
what  has'tiecn  going  on.  We  have 
been  In  the  thick  of  It  aince  we  forme«1

The  ahelling  waa  quite  Indeacrlhabte.

I'te.  ClIfTo-d  D.  ^  Brethour.  of  the  7th 
Bittallon.  who  pnaned  through  the  city 
yesterday  on  hio  way  to  hia  home  at 
Hldiiey,  atate«  titat,  although  he  haa  re- 
(elVBfl  his  diMcharge  from  the  forces 
an  i.rrount  of  the  serlounneaa  of  hla 
wounds,  he  will  rejoin  Ills  Majesty's 
forces  as  sojn  ns  he  la  capable  of 
uitnln  bearing  arniK. 

Pte.  Brethour  fuught  at  Festubert 
durln^r  the  heavy  Itgliting  In  that  part 
(•f  the  war  aiune,  and  prior  to  that  cam- 
paign he  w.>nt  through  the  battle  at 
Ctivenchy.  Ha  wan  wounded  at  "Plug 
Street,"  in  the  side,  when  with  the  7th 
Battalion,  wiilch  was  holding  the  front 
line  trenchea  against  the  enemy.  The 
Kth  Battalion.  Canadian  Scottiah,  was 
poHled  alongside  the  7th  and  It  waa  the 
former  unit  that  carried  out  the  offen- 
five  part  of  the  action,  while  the  7th 
held  the  position. 

Pte.*  Brethour  did  not  have  to  wait 
lorr.  after  being  shot  liefore  aaalstance 
wan  irivcn  him.  lie  was  conveyed  at 
once  to  the  rear  of  the  line  and  his 
wourd  was  «lven  the  proper  dressing. 
}l»'  was  given  excellent  treatment  by 
the  medical  authorities,  and  In  four 
days'  time  waa  In  an  Kngllsh  hospital, 
where   he   was   operated  upon  last  July. 

Ah  soon  as  ho  was  capable  of  travel- 
ing ho  was  illMpatched  to  Canada  in 
company  with  1  to  other  disnbled  sol- 
diers. The  greater  number  of  these 
men  were  left  in  Eastern  Canada,  only 
31  of  them  coming  aa  far  Wast  aa 
Winnipeg.  :i:ight  of  them  were  VVInnl- 
I«gera,  and  among  the  31  solUiera,  tao 
liad  each  lost  a  foot,  one  a  hand,  one 
a  leg,  two  had  lost  eyes,  one  aufTered 
from  heart  f'otihle,  two  had  conaump- 
tlon  and  one  had  rheumatic  fever. 

I'te.  Brethour  atates  that  there  are 
few  men  of  the  asth  Battalion,  with 
whioh  he  originally  enlisted,  atlil  re^' 
malning  who  have  not  suffered  in  some 
way.  Practically  all  of  them  have 
el  titer  been  killed,  wounded  or  taken 
prisoners.  Dcapite  the  loas  of  men, 
however,  Britain  haa  an  enormoua  army 
tn  put  in  the  field  when  called  upon  to 
do  so.  She  has  not  yet  called  upon 
her   reaerve  strength. 

Pte.  Brethour  will  remain  at  Sidney 
unti!  he  haa  fully  recovered.  He  in- 
lenda  tn  enlint  tn  aome  artillery  unit 
fur  overseaa  service,  thua  showing  that 
hia  patriotic  ardor  haa  not  In  tha  least 
>«c'n  damped  by  his  trying  experiencca 
a  I  .the  front.

Humuel  Hughea  announced  today  the 
authorisation  of  a  new  battalion  to  be 
cuiaed  In  Victoria.  B.  C.  and  to  be 
known  aa  the  atth.  It  la  to  tM  com* 
mandcd  by  Uent.-Col.  H.  J.~'  Roua 
Cnllin.  fber*  is  already  an  SSth  Bat- 
talion authorised  for  New  Brunswick, 
to  l>«  commanded  by  L4eat.-Coi.  George 
W.  Fowler.  M.  P.  Both  batlallona  will 
be  raised. 


"The  best  nea's  We  have  received  for 
some  time."  enthusiastically  exclaimed 
an  officer  of  the  "Mth  Regiment.  Vic- 
toria Kualliera,  on  learning  the  con- 
tenta  of  the  foregoing  diapatch.  TIhi 
announcement  created  much  excitement 
among  the  meml>era  of  the  offlcera' 
meaa.  It  waa  what  they  have  been 
awaiting  for  months,  and  the  prlvtlegv 
In  search  of  which  their  commanding 
officer,  LJeut.-CoL  Rous  Cullln.  traveled 
to  Ottawa  and  apent  several  days  in  in- 
terviewing the  Minister  of  Militia  and 
other  officiala 

The  statement  that  authorisation  haa 
tH*n  granted  the  SSth  Regiment  to  re- 
cruit to  war  Btrcngth  la  of  considerable 
Importance.  When  Col.  Cullln  returneo 
a  few  daya  ago.  he  stated  that  he  had 
l>een  given  permlaaion  to  take  on  the 
700  odd  men  needed  to  bring  hia  corps 
up  to  the  >jiumber  comprlaed  by  an 
overseaa  ttattallon.  The  extra  force 
was  not  to  l>e  mobilised.  The  men  were 
to  remain  at  their  civilian  duties  and 
to  drill  twice  a  week,  pending  further 
authority  from  the  DepartmeiU  of 
Militia  and  Defence.  The  lateat  infor- 
mation Indicates  that  there  Is  to  be  no 
auch  delay.  The  regiment  haa  been 
Siven  authority  to  place  Itself  on  a  w«^r 
footing  at  war  atrength.  Of  course,  It 
will  be  neceaaary  to  recilve  the  formal 
consent  of  the  D.  O.  C,  but.  In  view 
of  the  official  word  from  Ottawa,  that 
will  be  grante<t  either  immediately  on 
the  return  of  Col.  A.  T.  Ogllvle  or 
even  before  that  time  through  Major 
Moore,  the  D.  8.  A. 

Already  the  SSth  Regiment  has 
opened  recruiting  office «  on  the  corner 
of  Tatea  and  Douglas  Streets,  and.  in 
the  two  daya  that  it  haa  been  In  oper- 
ation, quite  a  number  have  been  aworn 
In.  and  many  applications  have  been  re- 
ceived for  further  Information.  Tlie 
only  trouble  so  far  has  been  to  persuade 
thoae  seeking  service  that  they  would 
have  an  early  opportunity  of  seeing 
action.  Now  that  this  is  assured,  there 
Is  no  doubt  that  reoruiting  will  be  much 
more  satisfactory. 


HISTORY  OF  CYPRUS 

The  history  of  Cyprus  which  has  been 
ottered  by  Great  Britain  tu  Greece 
goes  back  to.  a  very  ancient 
date.  It'  wjis  conquered  by  Kgypi 
as  early  as  1450  B.  C,  fully 
colonised  by  Greeks  and  Phoncclana 
(1000-300  B.  C.  >.  and  annexed  by  As- 
syria (700-S70),  by  Egypt  f5«»)  and  by 
Persia  ioii).  For  two  t^nturlcs  it  re- 
mained in  dispute  between  Persia  and 
the  Ureeks,  hut  fell  to  Ptolemaic  Kg>pt 
in  30S,  and  to  Rome  In  &7  B.  C.  ChrlHt- 
lanlty  was  Introduced  by  at.  Paul  and 
8t.  UarnabHM  was  a  Cypriote  Jew.  Us 
long  prosperity  was  wrecked  by  Hara- 
cen  raids  (644-976  A.'D. ),  and  later  by 
Bysantiue  misrule,  till  In  1101  it  was 
occupied  by  Richard  Cueur  de  Lion, 
and  sold,  first  to  the  Templars,  and 
then  tu  Uuy  dc  Liualgnan,  King  of  Je- 
rusalem, whose  dynasty  gave  place  to 
Venetian  rule  in  1479.  In  1S70-'71,  the 
Turkish  Sultan,  Sellm  II.,  expelled  th<; 
Venetians,  and  after  three  centuries  the 
iaiand  passed  under  British  administra- 
tion by  the  convention  of  1878.  It 
was  still  nominally  a  Turkish  province, 
and  liable  to  an  annual  tribute  of 
S4&0,090.  The  Island  was  udmlnistered 
by  a  higli  commissioner,  assisted  by  an 
ex)X-uUve  council  anil  a  IcKlslature  of 
eighteen  members,  six  of  thr.sc  belni; 
oificc    holders    and    twelve    clectc<l. 

^^'hon  Turkey  entered  the  war  last 
Novemlier,  Cyprus  was  formally  an- 
nexed by  Great  Britain.  The  Island 
la  the  third  largest  In  the  Mediter- 
ranean, lying  60  miles  from  the  touHt 
of  Aaln  Minor  and  41  from  the  const 
of  Syria.  The  area  Is  :!,5RI  square 
miles,  and  its  population  In  1013  wai* 
estimated  at  287,000,  of  whom  about 
60,000  were  Mohammedans.

'DIES  WAN 


Rev.  David  Holmes  First  Con- 
ducted Parish  at  Quamichan 
Thirty  Years  Ago— Influence 
Widely  Felt.

tion. It  waa  decided  to  hold  a  public 
meeting  next  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock  at  the  rooms  of  the  Develop- 
ment Association,  at  which  the  com- 
mittee wiir  submit  a  report,  and  to 
which  it  is  particularly  requested  that 
all  those  who  are  Interested  will  come 
prepared  with  a  written  statement  of 
the  amouint  of  land  they  will  devote 
to  seed  growing  and  the  asMurance  that 
they  will  go  in  for  the  cultivation  of 
seeds  no   matter  on  how   small  a  scale. 

Yeaterday's  meeting  was  presided 
over  by  Alderman  Todd,  and  there  was 
a  good  attendance  of  residents  of  the 
city  and  neighborhood  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  project  of  the  formation 
of  a  Seed  UrowcrH'  Association.  Corres- 
pondence from  seed  merchants,  grow- 
ers and  othera  was  dealt  with.  Thia 
correspondence  will  bie  on  die  at  the 
rooms  of  the  Victoria  and  Island  De- 
velopment Association,  where  It  may 
be  Instiected  by  anyone  interested  in  the 
subject. 

Professor  Stevenson,  head  of  the  Do- 
minion experimental  farm,  near  Sidney, 
gave  details  of  the  method  of  organiza- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Seed  Growers'  As- 
sociation, with  headquarters  at  Ottn'wa, 
and  outlined  the  assistance  which  the 
Government  has  provided  for  the  pro- 
duction of  seed  for  sale  in  Canada. 

Ji.  resolution  of  thanks  was  passed  to 
Professor  Macoun,  of  Ottawa,  who, 
when  on  a  visit  here  recently,  delivered 
a  lecture  upon  the  subjects  of  the  cul- 
tivation of  city  lota  and  seed  culture. 
It  was  decided  that  each  grower  who 
Intended  going  into  the  business 
should  become  a  member  o'f  the  Cana- 
dian Seed  Growera'  Association,  of  Ot- 
tawa. A  committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  Manton.  Smith  and  Purdy  sub- 
mitted a  report  upon  the  best  varieties 
of  dower  and  vegetable  seeds  to  be 
cultivated  In  and  near  Victoria,  and  the 
committee  waa  Instructed  to  submit  a 
further  report  upon  other  featurea  of 
the  subject.  An  effort  will  be  made  to 
aecure  from  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada information  as  to  the  imports  and 
exports    of    seeds    for    con;yi^ercial    pur-

Midlers  of  the  Biitiab  Armr.  none  did 
better  or  braver  work  than  tho««  who 
bclonced  to  the  Salvation  Army. 
Whether  mm  officers  or  private*,  they 
save  tbemMlvea  without  stint  to  tba 
duties  that  arose  to  suddanly. 

Women  who  sasmcd  rully  oecupUd  be- 
fore found  time  to  wait  upon  the  men 
In  the  rest  bouses  and  recreation  rooms 
which  General  Booth's  foresicht  had 
provided  In  the  military  camps.  Each 
of  thess  was  placed  in  charge  as  far  as 
possible  of  an  of  fleer  and  his  wife. 
Kind  and  sood  as  well  as  deeply  re- 
llgious,  these  women  bad  the  best  in- 
fluence on  the  men.  As  soon  as  the 
British  expeditionary  force  reached  the 
Continent,  a  small  party  of  Salvation 
Army  offlcers  was  placed  under  Brls- 
adler  Mary  Murray,  with  instructions  to 
minister  to  the  troops  in  any  way 
possible.  The  genoral  knew  thi  women 
he  was  sending,  and  they  fully  Justified 
his  eoaftdenea. 

At  first  Brigadier  Murray  and  her 
comrades  travellM  with  the  soldiers  in 
the  troop  trains,  Ulking  to  them,  pro- 
viding them  with  refreshments,  writ- 
ing letters  and  holding  meetings  when- 
ever they  were  allowed  to  do  so. 

Miss  Murray  was  the  daughter  of 
General' Sir  John  Murray,  and  for  years 
was  secretary  of  Salvation  Army  work 
among  the  soldiers  and  sailors.  In 
the  South  African  war.  Brigadier 
Murray  was  in  charge  of  the  Red  Cross 
Brigade,  and  for  her  services  received 
the  South  African  Medal.  This  experi- 
ence, as  well  as  her  natural  qualities, 
were  of  great  value  in  what  would 
have  »>e«n  to  most  women  a  mest  dif- 
ficult situation. 

The  Salvation  Army  women  were  not 
■o  fortunate  as  Mrs.  St.  Clair  Stobart 
and  her  doctors,  for  they  were  made 
prisoners  In  Brussels.  They  were  re- 
leased, however,  and  went  to  Ostend  un- 
der American  protection.  From  this 
time  Brigadier  Murray  nude  her  head- 
quarters at  a  French  base.  She  was 
■oon  in  England  again  and,  at  her  re- 
quest, the  Salvation  Army  supplied  two 
motor  ambulance  units,  consisting  of 
ten  Argyll  cars,  with  attending  lorries. 
In  these,  instead  of  In  the  uncomfort- 
able troop  trains,  the  men  were  con- 
veyed from  the  field  to  the  base  hospi- 
tals, whenever  there  was  diflllcult  or 
responsible  work  to  be  done.  The 
drivers  and  attendants,  /rom  their  good 
behavior,  became  known  as  the  "White 
BrlKsde." 

Rest  houses  were  opened  at  many  of 
the  towns  whose  names  ha*e  become 
sadly  familiar  to  us  In  these  days— La 
Havre,  Boulogne,  Paris.  Lyons,  Abbe- 
ville and  Rouen.  Women  officers  visit- 
ed the  large  hospitals,  convalescent 
homes  and  prisoners'  camps  at  the 
French  base,  and  cared  for  the  graves 
of  soldiers  as  well  as  wrote  letters  to 
their  wives  and  mothers. 

How  much  good  Brigadier  Murray  and 
her  fellow-offlccrs  did  to  comfort  and 
heal  the  souls  as  well  as  the'  b(Sdie8  of 
the  wounded  men  will  never  be  knpwn 
till  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  are  re- 
vealed.

Neither  the  sick  in  the  Jubilee  Hospi- 
tal nor  the  aged  women  In  the  Home 
will  suflTer  from  want  of  a  plentiful 
■upply  of  clean  linen  for  the  year  to 
come.  Both  institutions  were  well  sup- 
plied last  week  by  the  generous  people 
of  Victoria. 

It  Is,  Indeed,  gratifying  that  so  many 
who  had  the  money  to  spare  were  will- 
ing to  deny  themselves  In  order  to  help 
the  sick  and  the  aged.  It  was  feared 
that  the  many  demands  on  the  purses 
of  Victoria  oitisens  would  have  left 
little  for  home  needs.  That  such  fears 
were  groundless  is  a  matter  for  sincere 
thankfulness.  As  long  as  we  are  ready 
to  share  our  good  things  with  each 
other  there  is  little  danger  of  real  pov- 
erty or  suffering.  Many  who  con- 
tributed to  either  or  both  of  these  linen 
showers  must  have  had  to  exercise  self- 
denial.     Such  gifts  are  worth  while. 

*«ke  rnigkt  BeMola 

Those  who  desire  an  opportunity  for 
self -improvement  must  .be  very  hard  to 
please  or  to  suit  if  they  do  not  find 
what  they  want  In  the  continuation 
classes  which  open  on  Monday.  In 
these  "aays,  when  women  have  learned 
to  be  skilful  In  the  use  of  tools.  It  Is 
difficult  to  say  whether  there  Is  any 
class  In  which  there  will  not  be  girl 
students.

The  school  gardens  in  Victoria  are 
-filled  with  Fall  vegetables.  It  ia  to 
be  hoped  that  next  season  the  work 
will  be  still  more  swccessful  than  it 
has  been  this  season.  Many  of  the 
schools  haVe  no  space  in  which  to  make 
a  garden.  There  are.  however,  very  few 
thiit  have  not  made  some  attempt  at 
beautifying  the  grounds  with  borders 
of  flowers.  Another  season  will,  it  is 
to  be  hoped,  see  a  still  greater  improve- 
ment In  this  respect,  and  every  pupil 
and  teacher  will  feel  It  a  disgrace  that 
the  school  house  and  grounds  ahould 
be  ugly  and  bare. 

In  Vancouver,  more  than  this  has 
been  done,  and  to  the  Women's  Coun- 
cil Is  due  the  credit  of  bringing  about 
the  cultivation  of  six  hundred  home 
gardens  by  school  children.  The  ladies 
have,  from  time  to  time,  visited  and 
examined  the  gardens,  which  are  scat- 
tered all  over  the  city,  and  recently, 
with  the  help  of  Dean  Klinck.  of  the 
Faculty  of  Agriculture  In  -the  Univer- 
sity Of  British  Columbia,  about  eighty 
prises   were   awarded. 

The  efforts  of  the  younff  •  gardeners 
have  been  noted,  and  all  who  really 
tried  will  receive  some  recognition.  The 
prices  and  diplomas  are  to  l>e  distribut- 
ed at  a  big  public  meeting,  to  which 
the  children  and  their  parents  and 
friends  will  be  Invited.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  this  way  a  much  wider  interest 
will  be  awajcened.  The  local  council  of 
Vancouver  Is  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  part  its  women  have  taken  in  this 
work.

That  conditions  are  better  and  that, 
the  people  are  showing  a  spirit  of  self- 
reliance  and  of  mutual  helpfulness 
which  is  an  earnest  of  still  greater 
prosperity  is  the  Impression  gathered 
from  a  very  brief  visit  to  the  part  of 
the  Kmployment  Bureau  in  charge  of  a 
woman. 


IKntnal  Help 

It  Is  very  pleasant  to  learn  frOm  Miss 
Waddington  of  the  Kmployment  Bureau 
that  conditions  among  working  women 
are  improving.  There  are  still  more 
women  wanting  employment  by  the  day 
than  there  are  employers.  But  many  of 
these  are  not  quite  without  means. 
Their  husbands  have  work  or  have  en- 
listed, but  they  are  anxious  to  work 
>n  order  to  pay  the  debts  they  in- 
curred •  when  both  were  idle.  Wages 
are  low  and  there  is  little  demand  for 
the  services  of  those  who  cannot  do  the 
work  of  a  household  and  do  it  well,  in 
labor  aa  In  other  things  employers  are 
denying  themselves  what  may  b«  called 
luxuries.  They  wait  on  themselves 
more  or  do  without  attendance.  Few 
are  asking  for  companions  or  those  who 
fill  similar  positions.  But  competent 
cooks  or  general  servants  are  sure  of 
positions. 

Many  inntances  of  fhe  kindness  of  the 
poor  to  each  other  have  come  under  the 
observation  of  Miss  Waddington.  One 
of  the  most  striking  was  that  of  a  wo- 
pian  who  went  out  to  work  herself  in 
order  that  she  might  provide  a  home 
for  a  deserted  wife  who  had  an  infant 
a  few  weeks  old  and  another  little  child. 
She  had  a  little  oifa  of  her  own  whom 
the  young  woman  could  care  for  while 
she  was  away,  other  women  had  given 
work  to  a  woman  who  was  allowed  to

Steamer  Intended  for  the  New 
York-British  Columbia  Trade 
Puts  Into  Rio  de  Janeiro  With 
Fire  Damaged  Cargo, 


Another  of  the  many  vessels  report- 
ing flres  alward  recently.  Incendiary  or 
otherwise,  is  the  steamship  San  Krnn- 
clsco,  bound  from  Buenos  Ayres  to  New- 
York,  a  freighter  orislnully  built  for 
the  steel  carrying  trade  between  New 
York  and  British  Columbia,  but  which 
has  yet  to  make  her  Initial  trip  in  the 
service. 

Upon  her  arrival  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
on  October  &  the  Han  Kranclaco  reported 
tiaviag  a  flre  In  her  cross  bunkers  after 
leaving  Buenos  Ayres.  The  flre  waa 
eventually  subdued  but  not  before  part 
of  tbe  cargo  had  been  damaged.  The 
damaged  cargo  was  discharaed  at  Kio 
de  Janeiro. 

The  San  Kranclaco  went  into  commis- 
sion last  year,  she  having  been  built 
at  the  North  of  Ireland  Hhlpbuiiaing 
Comiwny's  yards  at  l..ondonderry  for 
the  operators  of  the  Maple  T..ear  Line, 
which  company  maintains  a  regular  ser- 
vfCe  of  freighters  between  New  York 
and  North  Paclflc  ports,  carrying  ateel 
products  and  general   merchandise. 

The  Sun  Francisco  was  especially 
built  with  unobstructed  holds  and  pow- 
erful gear  for  the  handling  of  heavy 
and  cumbersome  lifts  aueh  as  struc- 
tural steel,  or  steel  rails,  and  at  that 
time  it  was  announced  that  she  would 
be  placed  in  this  service  via  the  Pana- 
ma Canal. 

When  she  went  Into  commission.  Cap- 
tain Turner,  then  master  of  tha  Maple 
L.eaf  freighter  Kentra.  outbound  fron^ 
Victoria,  left  his  ship  at  San  Francis- 
co and  proceeded  overland  to  New  York 
to  take  over  the  command  of  the  San 
Francisco.  Captain  Turner  has  been 
with  the  San  Francisco  ever  since,  ply- 
ing In  the  New  York-South  Amevlcan 
trade. 

It  has  since  been  reported  that  the 
company  proposed  to  adhere  to  its  ori- 
ginal intention  and  place  the  steamer 
in  the  North  Paclflc  trade.

B.  C,  Wreck  Commissioner  In- 
structed to  Investigate  the 
Foundering  of  Capilano  and 
Stranding  of  Calchas.

Captain  :John  D.  Macpherson,  wreck 
commissioner  for  British  Columbia,  haa 
been  authorised  by  Ottawa  to  hold  in- 
vestigations into  two  wrecka  which  re> 
cently  occurred  in  nearby  watera.  Act- 
ing under  these  instructions  from  the 
Uovernmcnt  Captain  Macpheraon  haa 
arranged  dates  for  the  holding  of  an 
inquiry  into  the  circumaUnces  affect- 
ing the  mishaps  to  the  Union  Steam- 
ship Company's  coasting  ateamar  Capi- 
lano, and  the  Blue  Funnel  Line  ocean 
frflgbter  Calchas. 

Last  night  the  wreck  commissioner 
left  for  Vancouver  where  the  inquiry 
Into,  the  foundering  of  the  Capilano 
will   be  Inaugurated   tomorrow. 

The  Capllai^o,  It  will  be  remembered, 
foundered  when  about  flve  mllea  off 
Harwood  Island.  Malaspina  Strait,  the 
vessel  being  engaged  in  the  cargo  trade 
out  of  Vancouver  to  Northern  B. 
C.  ports.  It  Is  said  the  Capilano  passed 
over  a  rock,  scraping  bar  bottom  which 
caused  damage  to  the  hull,  not  apparent 
lo  those  aboard,  and  proceeded  to  a 
port  of  discharge,  and  after  again  put- 
ting to  sea,  shipped  water  quickly  and 
foundered.  All  the  members  of  the 
crew  succeeded  In  getting  into  the  boats 
and  reached   land   safely. 

Oalckae  laTsetMratlea 

The  inquiry  Into  the  Calchaa  atrand- 
ing  will  be  held  before  the  wreck  com- 
missioner and  two  nautical  assaaaors  on 
Tuesday,  November  2,  although  the 
Venue  of  tha  Investigation  haa  yet  to 
be  decided   upon. 

It  will  pixtbably  be  In  the  ,£ourt 
Mouse.  It  was  last  week  that  the  liner 
Calchas  piled  up  on  the  roeka  a  short 
distance  to  the  west  of  Point  Wilson, 
near  Port  Townacnd.  The  Calohas  was 
bound  from  Union  Bay  to  Seattle  to 
complete  4ier  outward  cargo  for  the 
United  Kingdom,  when  the  accident 
occurr«.1.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
peculiarities  of  the  fog-alarm  off  Point 
Wilson,  which  could  only  be  heard  In 
certain  sound  zones,  was  responsible  for 
the  vessel  getting  so  close  In  shorc^ 
Although  the  mishap  occurred  In  Am- 
erican waters,  the  Calchas  is  a  British 
vessel,  and  consequently  the  Inquiry 
will  have  to  be  conducted  at  a  BriUah 
port. 

Captain  Jones,  the  flrst  oflleer,  chief 
eneineer.  and  the  watch  officers,  and 
any  others  that  are  In  a  position  to 
throw  any  light  on  the  mishap,  will 
be  subpoenaed  to  appear  before-  the 
commission  to  give  evidence.

Oct.  20.— In  great 
black  letUrs  that  can  be  road  almost 
acroas  tbe  bay,  the  name  of  the  Amer- 
ican bark  .Dirigo.  loaded  with  barley 
for  tbe  United  Kingdom,  was  painted 
on  each  side  of  the  vessel  this  morning 
as  a  means  of  Isttlnc  Oennan  sub- 
marines know  her  Identity  at  a  glance:, 
She  Is  tbe  first  American  vessel  aaii- 
Ing  from  Paclflc  Nortnweat  ports  to 
adopt  this  precaution  against  aub- 
marlnc  attack  In  the  German  war  sone.

Mr.  B.  P.  Uavis,  K.C.,  continued  the 
crosn-«xs mi  nation  of  Mr.  John  P.  Hart- 
man,  of  Heattle,  on  the  opening  of  the 
trial  In  .  the  forenoon.  Witness  re. 
Iterated  that  the  Company's  profits  had 
been  found  on  Investigation  to  b«  less 
than  it  was  represented  they  would  be. 
Vhe  atatement  that  Boat .  Harbor  was 
deep  enough  to  permit  a  boat  to  bunker 
at  any  state  of  the  tide  he  had  found  to 
be  incorrect.  The  washing  loss  also 
was  larger  than  he  liad  been  Informed,  i. 
It  amounted  to  about  JO  per  cent,  Jiu' '^' 
•tead  of  between  •  and  10.  as  he  was 
given  to  understand.  It  had  been 
represanted  that  the  Upper  Douglas 
seam  on  the  Douglas  tease  a'as  not 
nearly  worked  out.  which  had  proved  to 
be  a  mistake. 

Mr.  Davis  asked  whether  the  witness 
thought  that  there  had  been  any  fraud 
In  the  representations  made,  to  which 
he  replied  that  they  were  serious,  and 
his  course  would  have  been  dilTerent  If 
he  had  known  different. 

"Were  they  meant  to  b«  so?"  asked 
His  Ijordship. 

Witness — T  would  conclude  that  so  far 
as  Arbuthnot  and  Sttvutce  were  con- 
cerned, if  they  furnished  Information  to 
McOavIn,  as  he  told  mo  they  had.  I 
would  believe  they  were  dene  with  In- 
tent to  cover  up. 

Mr.  Hartman  would  not  express  an 
or>lnlon  as  to  whether  they  had  been 
guilty    (if    fraudulent    mlHrepresepatlon. 

After  some  questioning  on  the  con- 
ference which  took  place  In  Heattio  on 
January  iH,  IBII,  between  Messrs.  Mo- 
Gavin  and  Hartman,  the  latter  said  that 
In  the  Hpring  of  1910  Mr.  Arbuthnot  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  he  was  entitled 
to  his  money.  He  had  said  that  he  was 
going  to  have  it  or  he  would  have  to  take 
over  the  property.  Witness  had  been  in- 
formed that  the  bank  proposed  calling 
in  the  Company's  overdraft  of  $250,000. 
After  the  reorganisation  In  March,  1911, 
%ir.  Hartman  had  been  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  executive  committee  at  a 
salary  of  |3,000  a  year.  Mr.  itodgson 
was  appointee]  to  another  office  at  $200 
H  month.  He  hat|  ^en  Informed  that 
Mr.  Arbuthnot  got  nothing  for  his  ser- 
vices, 

To  Mr.  Taylor  It  was  stated  by  the 
witness  that  he  had  told  shareholders 
nt  meetings  In  1911  and  191 S  that  the 
Rperlal  act  disposed  of  all  business  of  a 
prcvloug  period.  He  had  explained  that, 
according  to  the  solicitor's  advice,  this 
barred  them  going  back  with  a  view  to 
securing  any  of  their  interests  which 
might  have  been  affected  by  the  legisla- 
tion. 

•nqnaab  rropertjr 
Mr.  Luther  D.  Wishard.  of  New  York, 
was  the  next  witness.  He  explained 
that  he  had  become  a  member  of  the 
syndicate  owning  the  Oaresche-Oreen 
property  at  Huquash  early  in  1907,  and 
that  he  had  had  a  conference  with  Mr. 
■"Tbuthnot  In  New  York  In  March  with 
regard  to  the  formation  of  a  company 
to  handle  it.  In  April.  May  and  Au- 
gust of  1907  and  tlirough  March  and 
April,  1908,  there  had  been  further  dls- 
•  ousstons  with  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  and 
Savage  with  regard  to  the  same  matter. 
Arrangements  finally  were  made,  and  It 
was  agreed  that  he  and  Mr.  MIchener. 
the  latter  then  being  associated  with 
the  witness  In  business,  were  to  sell 
the  stock  on  a  20  per  cent  commission 
basis.  It  was  understood  that  Messra 
Arbuthnot  and  Savage  were  to  attend 
to  the  management  and  development  of 
the  property  and  the  sale  of  coal.  Mr. 
Moran  also  hsd  been  interested  from 
the  staru  Mr.  Arbuthnot  having  told 
them  that  he  had  promised  Mr.  .Moran 
that  he  should  be  counted  In  on  the 
first  good  thing  he  undertook.

He  was  asked  whether  he  had  made 
any  personal  inquiries,  and  replied  that 
be  made  one.  |t  .wgp  of  Mr.  Savafc, 
and  he  had  got  a  non-committal  reply, 
i'he  latter  had  said  that  tbla  waa  not. 
a   subject   being  discussed. 

Mr.  Taylor — Were  you  satisfied  to 
give  up  a  part  of  the  Company's  hold- 
ings? 

Witness — I  waa  not  enthusiastic  over 
It. 

His  Lordship  asked  whether  the  name 
of  tlik  i»arty  who  was  supposed'to  have 
rendered  these  services  mentioned. 

Witness— Not  at  that  time.'  It  was 
mentioned  after  the  'March  1  settle- 
ment. 

Mr.  Taylor — By  whom. 
Witness— By  Mr.  Hodgson. 
Mr.  Taylor  asked  Whether  Mr.  Wish- 
ard had  protested.'  It  seemed  a  large 
amount  to  take  out  of  the  Company's 
treasury  without  satisfactory  explana- 
tion. 

Witness  replied  that  be  had  the  as- 
surance of  other  responsible  partlea 
that  it  was  a  valuable  service. 

Wer«  yon  satisfied?  asked  counsel. 
Mr.  Wishard  answered  that  he  was 
satlsAed  that  others  considered  the  ser- 
vices valuable.  He  did  not  consider 
himself  a  good  judpe  of  what  was 
considered  valuable  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  securing  of  Canadian  coal 
ands. 

Mr.  Taylor  asked  whether  the  l.OSO 
share  issue  had  been  added  on  the  basis 
of  the  property's  value  or  on  the  value 
of  service  rendered. 

Witness'  understanding  was  that  It 
bad  been  added  to  the  value  of  the 
property.  He  did  not  recall  that  any 
members  of  the  syndicate  had  pro- 
tested. 

QMotton  of  VoUMeal  ■artloa 
Witness  bad  been  a  director  of  the 
Company  at  the  time  of  tbe  agreement 
and  subsequently  there  had  been  some 
verbal  discussion  with  Dr.  Kfmball. 
Prior  to  February  the  matter  of  a 
settlement  bad  been  discussed  by  cor- 
res^pendence  iirltb  Dr.  Kimball  and  Mr. 
Hartman.  ,        ^     ' 
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Mr.  Taylor  askad  whether  any  of  the 
tympany's  members  had  ever  said  that 
any  stock  had  been  used  for  political 
purposes. 

Witness  replied  that  the  words  had 
never   been    used. 

Mr.  Tayloi' — ^Where  did  you  get  them? 
Witness  —  That      particular      phrase- 
ology   was   an    Invention    of    Mr.    Hart- 
man's. 

Mr.  Taylor  then  said  that  he  pro- 
posed asking  what  was  his  understand- 
ing of  the  nature  of  the  political  ser- 
vice   rendered. 

Mr.  Bodwell  Intimated,  with  empha- 
sir,  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to 
object  to  anything  on  that  point.  His 
learned  friend  had  a  "free  hand." 

Witness  understood  that  the  stock 
was  to  be  recompense  for  some  valued 
service  in  connection  with  the  acquisi- 
tion of  property.  He  added  that  there 
wcre^gotlations  In  progress. 

His  l>(u:4ehip  Wished  to  know  with 
whom   the  negotiations  were  held. 

Witness  answered  that  It  was,  he  be- 
lieved, for  Malcolm  Island  properties. 
The  Arm  of  Oaresche-Oreene  was 
among  the  vendors.  He  did  not  know 
what  were  the  terms,  and  had  not  been 
aware  of  the  destiny  of  stock  unfil  he 
had  heard  II  stated  by  Mr.  Arbuthnot 
I'l  his  examination  for  discovery.

•ad  other  obhcailoas  bad  baen  conald- 
sred  WiU  tbe  former.  As. far  aa  bis 
JudgMMnt  was  wortb  anything  It  bad 
been  the  bast  settlement  possible,  al- 
tbougrb  ha  bad  regarded  It  a*  a  "for- 
lom   hope." 

A  Mr.  Judd,  a  mlniac  cnglnser,  had 
been  employed  t>y  tba  syudlcate  prior 
to  tbe  eomoaay's  incorporation.  Wlt- 
ueae  was  aot  present  at  any  meeting 
of  New  Tork  shareholders.  He  had  ob- 
tained tbe  .proxies  In  peenon  by  letter, 
dending  '  blank  forms  enclose*!.  When 
tbeaa  bad  been  sent  out  tbora  was  no 
suggesUon  of  a  bond  iasue.  He  bad 
communlcate-1  with  only  a  few  sbare- 
bolders  subsequent  to  the  agreement. 
He  had  had  a  eonversation  with  Mr. 
Helstermaa  after  March  l.  when  the 
latter  stat)»d  tbat  the  act  of  parliament, 
with  reference  to  the  Company's  settle- 
ment, had  been  passed  with  a  view  to 
legalise  and  make  valid  aa  otherwise 
Illegal   act. 

»«<fcs>  gaeompllmsnlaiy 
Mr.  Wishard  also  stated  that  he  had 
a  Ulk  with  Mr.  Havage  over  the.  tele- 
phone as  late  as  October  7  and  9, 
since  his  arrival  In  this  city.  He  had 
rung  Mr.  3avage  up,  Just  to  say 
"Hello."  Mr.  8a%-age  ss;id  that  he  did 
not  care  to  say  anything'  but 
"H— 1,  O"  to  him.  (Laughter.)  He  alsA 
had  Informed  him  tbat  he  was  a 
Judas  Iscartot.  a  "dog,"  a  "scoundrel," 
and  a  "liar."  He  was  called  a  Judas 
Iscarlot  because  he  had  given  ceruin 
documenta  to  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Taylor — Did  he  say  why  be  con- 
sidered you  a  dog? 

Witness— No.  he  did  not  specify.  It 
might  have  been  that  I  was  a  shep- 
herd dog  looking  after  the  sheared 
sheep. 

This  conversation.'  It  was  added,  took 
place  after  the  witness  had  been  exam- 
ined for  discovery. 

Witness  aald  that  ho  had  remained  a 
director  of  the  Company  for  about  a 
yjar  after  jlarch  1.  1911.  He  had  left 
because  of  a  protest  from  some  of  his 
New  York  friends  at  the  tlnrve  the  Com- 
pany was  reorganized  and  the  Puciflc 
Collieries    Company    established. 

To  Mr.  K  V.  Bodwell  the  witness 
said  that  he  had  been  very  active  in 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  affairs.  It  was  quite  proper 
to  say  that  ^ae  was  prominent  in  con- 
nection with  that  Association.  He  had 
a  large  connection  of  friends  Interested 
m  that  organlration,  and,  possibly,  in 
others  of  a  like  character.  He  had 
been  associated  with  Mr.  McUavIn  and 
Mr.  Savage  (n  a  business  way  for  years. 
It  waa  true  that  previous  to  coming  to 
British  Columbia  they  had  been  .  con- 
oerned  in  certain  Northwest  land  tran- 
sactions. Witness  did  not  think  he 
could  say  that  he  had  made  money  for 
all  those  he  had  Induced  to  Invest  in 
prairie'  properties.  Nor  could  he  say 
tbat  all  had  lost  money.  A  great  many 
had  not  yet  disposed  of  their  holdings. 
There  had  heen,  he  admitted,  quite  a 
substantial  advance  In  the  price  of 
such  lands. 

.4g  fok  Zavestateat 
Witness  seaerted  that  tlie  clientele 
he  had  for  .\0rthw9st  lands  was  not 
the  same  in  Its  personnel  as  that  which 
bought  coal  ctunpany  shares.  He  would 
not  say  that  they  who  subscribed  were 
of  the  same  class.  He  declared,  bow- 
ever,  that  he  had  thought  tlie  coal 
propositioD  was  a  good  investment,  and 
that  when  li»  undertook  the  sale  of 
stock  he  believed  that  he  was  giving 
those  who  !nirchased  something  -that 
was  good  value.  In  1910,  or  there- 
abouts, he  declared  there  had  developed 
some  distrust  as  to  his  Judgment  of  "a 
good  investment."  Personally,  as  af- 
fairs developed,  he  had  hoped  that  the 
cash .  shareholders  would  be  given  a 
greater  influence  In  the  Company's  busi- 
ness. 

Mr.  Bodwe;i  questioned  the  witness 
ciosely  as  to  the  evidences  of  the 
"growInK  distrust."  and  the  latter  in- 
sisted that  II  had  cxlated,  that  the 
Kastern  shareholders  were  beginning  to 
evidence  some  uneasiness. 

Counsel — How,  then,  did  you  get  the 
proxies? 

After  a  perceptible  pause  the  witness 
retorted,  "T9  tell  you  the  truth  I've  of- 
ten wondered    myself."    (laughter). 

Witness  said  that  it  was  true  that 
the  plaintiff  company  had  been  fur- 
nished with  some  documents,  but  he  had 
not  given  them.  He  had  been  asked  for 
a  copy  of  the  notice  sent  out  of  the 
shareholders'  meeting  of  March  1,  and 
bad  Informed  a  party  in  Victoria  of 
where  it  would  be  found  here,  if  It  was 
anywhere.  The  individual  had  gone  to 
bis  deposit  box.  He  had  not  discovered 
the  notice,  but  he  had  taken  away  a 
copy  of  an  agreement  between  the  Van- 
couver Island  Timber  Company  and  the 
syndicate,  the  prospectus  of  MArch  31. 
ai\d  a  document  of  May  5,  1909,  relative 
to  a  stock  bonus  to  bp  taken  from  the 
pool. 

Questioned  again  with  reference  to  his 
intercourse  with  Kastern  shareholders 
with  reference  to  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  finally  effected  by  the  Com- 
pany, Mr.  Wishard  reiterated  that  he 
bad  seen  but  two  or  three,  among  t'hem 
Dr.  Kimball  and  two  others  whose 
names  were  given. 

■atOaaMat  Ooauaeaded 

Mr.  Bodwell  then  produced  letters 
written  by  Mr.  Wishard  to  Mr.  McOavin 
under  dates  of  December  S,  1910.  De- 
cember JO.  1919.  and  January  3,  1911.  in 
which  the  author  commended  the  settle- 
ment that  was  to  be  made,  expressed  the 
hope  tbat  the  negotiations  would  be 
successfully  consummated,  and  asserted 
that  the  feeling  among  those  Interested 
in  the  Kast  appeared  to  tie  strongly  in 
favor   of  the  proposals. 

Witness  acknowledged  that  the  letters 
had  been  written  by  him.  that  they  bore 
his  signature,  and  that  they  were  cor- 
rect. 

Counsel  wished  to  know  whether  he 
had  ever  made  the  statement  while 
engaged  In  the  sale  of  stock  that  he  was 
receiving  no  commission.  Witness  said 
he  had  not,  but  tbat  he  had  said  some- 
thing which  might  have  been  so  mis- 
constraed.  He  mtght  have  said  that  the 
St  per  cent  commission  which  his  firm 
was  receiving  was  entirely  exhausted 
with  bonuses,  sub-commissions,  travel- 
ing expenses,  etc  Tbat,  witness  sUted. 
was  sa. 

Mr.  Bodwell  quoted  from  the  tesU- 
mony  of  Dr.  Balnbrldge,  taken  by  com- 
mission in  Now  Tork.  In  which  the  lat- 
ter gave  particulars  of  a  visit  paid  by 
Mr.  Wishard  (o  hia  home.  The  doctor 
stated  that  Mr.  Wishard  had  expUined 
tbat  more  money  was  needed  to  carry 
tbe  enUrprtoe  ibrougb.  to  develop  it. 
and  a*«d  that  he  take  up  more  etoek. 
Mr.  Wlabard.  It  waa  sutad.  had  af- 
■'■•••  »••*  be  waa  receiving  no  com- 
mlasMa  and  tbat  whatever  cash  was 
paM  la  went  Into  the  work  of  exploitina 
tbe  properties,  nothing  sticking  to  any- 
one's hand*.  Later.  Dr.  Relnbrldce  do- 
dared.  Mr.  Wiehard  had  foliawed  blm 
a  coaaMorable  distance  while  be  was 
on  his  way  to  take  a  steamer  oat  of 
Naw  Tot*.  Tbe  lattor  had  prseaed 
blm  to  Invest  and  had  suggeeted  that 
b«  wlra  b||i  tbe  m«a«y  Crom  tba  van- 


Dr.  BalabrUoe  bad  observed 
tbat  be  boew  bo  wsa  dsallag  witb  a  rsal 
sherii.

For  six  months  the  same  couple  of 
British  batteries  had' lain  snugly  undis- 
covered by  any  German  aeroplane,  and 
for  the  whole  of  that  time  they  had 
dally  given  tbe  Oermans  tbe  few  shells 
that  were  their  portion.  Now  this 
peace  seemed  likely  to  be  disturbed.  In 
fact,  after  losing  some  men  and  horses, 
the  iMkttery  commanders  decided  to 
move  their  guns,  and  In  the  dead  of 
night  the  guns  were  moved  five  hundred 
yards  furrier  to  the  right. 

Now  it  happened  that  a  goung  gun- 
ner had  noticed  a  plowman  busy  with 
his  plow  In  the  same  field  as  the  guns 
were  planted,  and  on  the  morning  after 
the  guns  had  been  removed  the  same 
plowman  appeared  in  front  of  the  spot 
where  the  guns  had  6een  newly  placed, 
and  when  the  plowman  had  flnlsbed 
a  few  furrows,  he  suddenly  gave  over 
work  and  retarned  with  his  horse  to  a 
small   farm. 

That  evening  the  Oermans  again 
opened  fire  on  our  guns  and  with  the 
exact  range  of  the  new  positions.

My  Dugout."  says: 

"When  I  wrote  to  you  last,  we  had

man  first  tlne»  for  about  four  daya,antf 
had  had  quite  a  hot  time,  being  con- 
stantly aholled  and  aniped  at.  We  were 
then  nent  on  to  relieve  a  battalion  la 
the  front  line.

HELPUSS  PEOPLE 


Savage  Allies  of  Germany  Bent 
on  Exterminating  Armenian 
Population  —  Half  Million 
Sent  Away  to  Die. 


Some  details  of  the  ruthless  slaugh- 
ter of  Armenians  by  tho  Turks  are 
given  by  The  London  Chronicle  which 
aaya: 

We  have  received  from  a  trustworthy 
source  further  details  of  the  terrible 
maaaacres  In  Armenia  that  have  been 
organised  by  the  Turkish  Government. 
Our  information  is  biMed  on  the  reports 
of  eye-witnesses  and  many  of  the  vie- 
tlma  themselves. 

Besides  the  many  thousands  killed, 
more  than  600,000  Armenians,  who  In- 
habited the  provinces,  have  been  de- 
ported from  their  native  land  and 
exiled  towarda  the  south.  These  de- 
portatloaa  have  been  carried  out  In  tha 
most  systematic  fashion  by  the  local 
authorltlea  since  the  beginning  of  April 
laat.  A  beginning  was  made  with  the 
disarming  of  the  population  In  all'  the 
villages  and  towns.  Oendarmes  were 
used  for  the  purpose,  and  even  crlml- 
nala  apeclally  liberated  from  the  pris- 
ons, who  committed,  under  the  pretext 
of  disarming,  murders  and  Inflicted  hor- 
rible tarturea. 

The  next  step  was  to  imprison  Ar- 
menlana  en  maase,  on  the  excuse  of 
having  found  In  their  houaes  arma  or 
booka.  or  the  mere  mention  of  one  of 
the  political  parties,  etc.  Falling  auoh 
excuaes,  mere  possession  of  wealth  or 
a  good  social  standing  was  a  sufficient 
pretext.  Finally,  the  deportation  began. 
First  of  all,  under  the  pretence  of  send- 
ing them  into  exile,  all  those  were  ex- 
patriated who  had  not  been  Imprisoned 
or  who  had  been  set  at  liberty  In  de- 
fault of  proof.  Then  the  massacrea 
took  place.  Not  a  aingle  man  escaped 
death. 

Before  their  departure  the  authorities 
had  put  them  through  an  ofllcia]  nearch 
and  had  kept  any  money  or  object  of 
value  that  they  found.  They  were  as  a 
rule  tied  up  separately  or  in  groups  of 
five  or  ten. 

Vat  OB  the  Mead  «e  Me 
The  remainder  of  the  population,  old 
folks,  woman  and  children,  were  looked 
upon  aa  fair  game  in  the  province  of 
Kharput,  and  were  put  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Mussulman  population.  The 
highest  functionary,  like  the  simplest 
l>easant.  chose  the  woman  or  girl  ^that 
pleased  him  best  and  took  her  as'  his 
wife,  converting  her  by  force  to  Islam- 
ism.  As  for  the  little  children,  as  many 
of  them  were  taken  as  were  wanted, 
itnd  the  remainder  were  put  on  the  roads 
famished  and  without  food  to  fall  the 
victima  of  starvation,  if  not  of  the 
cruelty  of  robber  bands.  Msssacres 
took  place  in  the  province  of  Diarbekir, 
particularly  at  Merlin,  and  the  popula- 
tion  underwent    the   same  atrocities. 

In  the  provinces  of  Krserum.  Bitlls, 
Slvas  and  Diarbekir  the  local  authori- 
ties gave  some  facilities  to  the  de- 
portees— fIvG  to  ten  days'  grace,  authori- 
sation for  partial  sale  of  their  property, 
and  liberty  te  hire  a  wagon  for  a  few 
families — but  at  tha  end  of  aeveral  daya 
the  wagon  drivers  left  them  Italfway  on 
the  road  and  returned  to  the  town.  The 
caravans  thus  collected  on  the  roads 
encountered  the  next  day,  or  a  t^w  days 
afterwards,  robber  bands  or  Mussul- 
man peaaantfl,  who  looted  them  of  all 
they  possessed. 

The  bandits  Joined  lianda  witli  tha 
gendarmes  and  killed  tho  few  men  or 
youths  who  were  found  In  the  earavana. 
They  (tarried  off  the  women,  the  young 
Kirls  and  the  children,  leaving  only  the 
old  women,  who  were  driven  along  by 
the  gendarmes  under  the  lash  of  the 
whip,  and  who  dietf  of  hunger  by  the 
roadalde.  An  eyewitness  recounts  that 
the  women,  deported  from  the  pruvlnoe 
of  Rraerum.  were  left  for  several  dsya 
In  the  Kharput  Plain,  where  all  of  them 
died  of  hunger  tat  tho  rate  of  fifty  or 
sixty  a  day),  and  all  the  authorities 
did  was  lo  send  some  men  to  bury  them 
lest  the  health  of  the  MuasUlmaa  popi»- 
lation  should  be  affected.  / 

A  little  girl  telbi  a  story  of  how. 
when  the  papulations  of  Maraoan. 
Amaasia  and  Tekat  arrived  at  Bart-KI- 
chlla  (between  Hires  and  Caeserea). 
rt»ht  In  front  of  the  Oovenwr's  office, 
tthlldron  of  both  sexes  were  torn  from 
their  mothers'  arms  and  shot  up  in  the 
rooBsa  and  the  caravan  oblfged  to  take 
tke  read  agatn  without  them.  Then 
word  waa  seat  rauad  la  the  neighboring 
vtltagea  that  anyone  coold  help  himself 
la  what  he  lUred.  The  earavana  aad 
their  companies  were  Uken  la  charge 
Of  aad  led  by  a  Turklah  atnamr.  We- 
aiea  aad  ehlMrea  were  ■apeasd  bafara 
the  Ooverwar^a  eCBoe  In  eaeh  village  ar 
lewa  that  they  arrived  at.  ao  that  the 
Mossinwaas  alsht  take  ikair  ohaleeu

nathlngr  htit  the  eerpaee  ar  me«  aad  we- 
BMB.  Alt  the  malea  of  Malatia  were 
brought  thither  and  massacred.  The 
women  aad  chlldreo  were  all  coavert- 
ed  to  Islamlam. 

No  one  la  able  to  travel  In  theae  re- 
fleaa  far  avBir  MuaaalmaB,  eapeclally 
the  beads  and  the  gendarmes^  believe 
It  te  be  their  doty  to  kill  such  at  eight. 
Only  lately  Zobrab  and  Vartkea.  the 
Armenian  deputiea  la  the  Ottoman  Par- 
liameat,  who  had  been  aent  to  Diarlwkir 
to  be  tried  by  the  oourt-martlal.  were 
before  arrlvlag  there  elatn  aear  Aleppo. 
Ia  theae  provlncea  travelling  la  only 
possible  under  a  Mussulman  name  aad 
Incognito. 

Armenian  soldiers,  too.  have  under- 
gone the  sense  fate.  All  of  them,  by 
the  way.  have  been  disarmed,  and  they 
are  working  on  the  conatructlon  of 
reads.  We  leam  from  a  euro  source 
that  Armenian  soldiers  ef  the  Erserum 
Province  working  on  the  Brserum- 
Yershlngha  road  have  all  been  massa- 
cred; eqtially  those  of  the  province  of 
Diarbekir  have  been  massacred  on  the 
Diarbaklr-Urfa  and  Dlarbeklr-Kharput 
road.  From  Kharput  alone  1.100  young 
Armenians  were  sent  off  aa  aoldlers  to 
Diarbekir  to  work  on  the  reada  there. 
All  of  them  have  been  massacrird  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Arghene.  We  have  no 
nawa  about  ether  loealltiea,  but  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  eoldlera  thera 
have  been  made  to  suffer  the  same  fate. 

In  divers  villages  Armenians  who 
were  forgotten  in  the  depth  of  the 
prisons  have  bev*  hanged.  In  the  past 
month  some  dosens  of  Armenlana'  have 
been   hanged   at  Caesarea   alone. 

If  or  sheer  self -preservation  the  Ar- 
menian population  In  many  places  de- 
sired to  be  converted  to  Islamlam,  but 
thia  time  auch  conversions  were  not 
so  readily  welcomed  aa  they  were  In  the 
former  maasacres.  At  Slvaa  the  fol- 
lowing propoaals  were  put  to  those  who 
wanted  to  be  converted  to  Islamlam: 

'To  band  over  their  children,  up  to 
twelve  years  old.  te  the  Government, 
who  would  see  that  they  were  placed  In 
orphanages,  and  to  agree  to  expatriate 
themselves  and  to  go  and  settle  down 
wherever  the  Government  should  tell 
them." 

At  Kharput  the  cenveralon  of  men 
was  not  aooapta^.  Aa  for  the -women 
the  condition  waa  laid  down  that  at 
their  conversion  a  Muaaulmau  ahould  be 
preaent  who  had  agreed  to  take  the 
converfee  In  marriage.  Many  Ar- 
menian women  preferred  to  throw  them- 
selves Into  the  Supbratea  with  their 
babes,  or  have  committed  auldde  in 
their  homes.  The  Uuphratea  and  the 
Tigris  have  become  the  grave  of  thou- 
sands of  Armenians. 

Whtfe  VopBlattoa  MaaBaeced 

Those  who,  in  the  Black  Sea  towns 
such  as  Trebixond,  Sapaum,  Kirasond, 
etc.,  became  converts  were  sent  into  the 
Interior  to  towns  Inliablted  entirely  by 
Mussulmans.  Chabln-Karahlsar  having 
realated  disarmament  and  deportation 
waa  bombarded,  and  the  whole  popula- 
tion—that af  the  town  as  well  as  that 
of  the  countryside— and  even  the  bishop, 
waa    ruthlessly    massacred. 

In  short,  from  Sansum  to  Seghert  and 
Diarbekir  there  la  at  thla  monaent  not 
an  Armenian  living.  Most  of  them 
have  been  maaaacrod,  a  portion  have 
been  carried  off  and  a  portion  have  been 
converted  to  Islam. 

History  haa  never  recorded  nor  has 
ever  spoken  of  a  hecatomb  like  thia. 
One  might  almoat  believe  that  under  the 
reign  of  the  Sultan  Abdul  ManUd  the 
Armenians  were  fortunate. 

Mgr.  Anania  Hazarabedian,  blahop  of 
Papert.  waa  hanged  without  the  sen- 
fence  on  him  being  confirmed  by  the 
central  Government.  Mgr.  Behak  Der- 
Khoremaln,  blahop  of  Kharput,  set  out 
In  the  month  of  May  laat  lo  go  Into 
exile,  and  he  had  aoarcely  left  the  town 
when  he  waa  cruelly  killed. 

It  would  be  uaeleaa  to  speak  of  the 
priests  that  have  been  martyred.  After 
the  deportation  of  the  people  the 
churches  were  pillaged  and  converted 
into  mosques,  stables,  etc.  Moreover, 
the  selling  haa  already  begun  in  Con- 
stantinople of  religious  objects  and  fur- 
niture from  the  Armenian  churches  Just 
aa  the  Turrs  have  commenced  lo  bring 
In  to  Constantinople  the  children  of  un- 
happy Armenian  mothers. 

The  population  of  Clllcia  has  been 
exiled  to  the  province  of  Aleppo  and  of 
Der-Zor  to  to  Damascus,,  and  it  will 
surely  perish   of  hunger. 

The  purpose  of  the  Government  is 
evidenHy  to  put  an  end  once  and  for  all 
to  the  Armenian  question  by  the  ex- 
termination of  the  Whole  Armenian 
population  throughout  the  whole  of 
Turkey.  And  this  purpose  has  Just  be- 
gun to  be  put  Into  execution,  even  in 
'"«   vry  outskirts  of  Constantinople. 

TROOPER  J.  THORPE 

PIWDS  HIS  REUTIVES

Thorpe,  of  the  First  Canadian  contln- 
.gent,  whose  strange  caae  was  referred 
to  aome  time  ago.  has  found  his  reU 
atlves.  The  sequel  to  the  first  story 
la  thus  told  In   Leeds  correspondence: 

A  Leeds  family  received  «  letter  from 
a  trooper,  "J.  Thorpe. "  of  the  CanadUn 
contingent,  askinar  for  oonflrmatloa  oC 
a  story  told  him  in  the  trenchca  in 
France  tjiat  they  were  hie  parents. 

"niorpc,"  for  nearly  ten  years  had 
auffered  from  oompleto  loas  of  mem- 
•ry  after  the  wreck  of  a  railway  train 
In  which  he  was  a  passenger.  Bince 
then  he  had  aonght  diligently  but 
^•alnly  to  locate  his  parenta.  Chance 
threw  him  In  the  way  of  e  l..e«da  man 
at  the  front,  who  at  once  recognised 
him  ae  Oearga  Kmest  Cffdroj-d.  a  man 
Who  had  eralcrated  te  CBaada  tea  years 
hefove. 

New  Mr.  Oldrayd  has  racwlvad  a  fur- 
ther  letter,  accompanied  by  m  photo- 
graph ef  "Thorpe."  which  completely 
dtspeees  of  all  doubt  as  to  lh«  trooper's 
Identity.  He  Is  Mr.  OldroyT^.son.  long 
maumed  as  dead.

Joat  on  the  edge  .  of  the  stratchiug 
Forest  of  Parray,  in  the  beautiful  coun- 
try of  Lorraine,  and  midway  between 
the  French  and  the  German  linos,  thOre 
atand  the  remains  of  a  farm  building, 
surrounded  by  walls,  a  useful  enough 
coveMng  for  atiavkera.  valuable  te  tha 
attacked,  a  place  much  coveted  by  both 
sides,  aad  at  laat  utlllud  by  the  tYench, 
but  that  only  at  night,  for  by  day  the 
place  <»me  under  the  Goaman  shell  flra^ 
and  was  quite  untenable. 

The  French  method  waa  to  send  a 
party  of  dragoons  at  nlgitt  to  bold  tbU 
farm.  Juat  as  evening  fell  they  would 
steal  from  the  lines  and  ufce  up  care- 
ful positions  in  this  vantage  poat,  in  or- 
der to  prevent  ita  occupation  by  the 
Germans.  Only  when  day  was  dawning 
would  theae  cavalrymen  leave  their 
ramabackle  poat 

The  atratagcm  was  eminently  suc- 
ceaaful,  for  at  night  the  Germana  would 
advance  tu  within  about  forty  yards  of 
the  place,  only  to  l>e  driven  back  by  a 
hall  of  lead  that  bit  Into  tbelr  ranks  and 
aent  them  helter-akelter  to  their  de- 
fence a.

Then,  during  the  day,  tbu  Germans, 
thinking  that  the  French  were  still  In 
the  building,  would  waste  a  prodlglouti 
amount  of  ammunition  of  all  grades 
on  the  perfectly  empty  building,  thus 
causing  much  amusement  in  the 
French'  trenches,  and  saving  them  a 
jgreat  deal  of  bombardment.  Things 
went  on  like  thia  for  a  week,  the  French 
holding  the  place  at  night  and  evacuat- 
ing  it    by  day. 

The  enemy  at  least  realised  the  dan- 
ger of  this  Farm  of  Parroy,  and  de- 
termined that,  as  they  could  not  cap- 
ture It,  they  would  render  its  being  held 
by  the  French  an  imposBibillty. 

One  day.  Just  aa  the  French  dragoons 
were  falling  back,  a  battalion  of  Sax- 
ons was  seen  to  be  sdvsnclnc  on  the 
semi-destroyed  building,  with  the  ob- 
ject, so.  it  waa  thought,  of  attacking 
with  infantry  Inatead  of  bombarding, 
aa  was  their  wpnt.  In  the  half-light 
their  figures  were  Just  dlHcemlble,  and 
immediately  the  French  artillery  opened 
fire  upon  this  little  "offensive. 

Suddenly  a  sUrtllng  thing  happened: 
a  sheet  of  flame  shot  up.  The  hayloft, 
the  hayricks,  everything  begsn  to 
blase.  The  Germana  had  set  it  on  fire. 
.  Awe-inspirins  as  thla  sight  was,  it 
was  soon  dwarfed  by  another  vision,  a 
terrible  one,  for  suddetily  the  French 
were  horrified  to  nee  nmsses  of  men 
running  to  and  fro,  yelling  like  madmen, 
and  completely  enveloped  In  flames. 
Like  ao  many  fiery  wlll-o'-the-wisps 
they  looked,  dr^dful  flaming  oreaturea, 
ghastly  in  the  half-light,  standing  out 
in  red  relief  against  the  blue-grey  dawn. 

It  was  not  until  the  French,  unable 
to  bear  the  sight  of  such  suffering,  had, 
under  the  fh-e  of  the  still  watching  en- 
emy at  a  distance,  rescued  one  of  the 
flaming  men.  extingulMhlng  his  fires, 
that  from  his  dying  lips  they  under- 
stood this   terrible   thing. 

Nemesis — vengeful   fate,   had    taken  a 
hand   in   that  contemplated  diabolism. 
■at  TbeaMolvse  AUght 

A  German  battalion  had  been  ordered 
forward  to  take  the  farm  at  all  costs, 
and  with  the  attacking  force  had  come 
a  score  of  men  carrying  Incendiary  ma- 
terial— a  kind  of  compreMsed  powder  in 
the  shape  of  pantllleH,  macaroni,  and 
little  laths  of  wood.  Their  work  was 
to  fire  the  buildings. 

Kverything  went  iiulte  well.  The  at- 
tack and  the  burning  of  the  old  farm 
was  well  in  hand  when  one  of  the  In- 
cendiaries was  unfortunate  enoUKh  to 
allow  the  flames  from  the  haycock  to 
reach  his  clothing  and  the  bag  in  which 
he   carried   the   pastilleH. 

Only  seconds  elapsed,  and  then  the 
ghastly  thing  happened.  The  man  be- 
came a  living  torch.  He  was  enveloped 
In  flames,  and  cried  out  an  he  felt  the 
agonies  of  the  burning,  terrified  by  the 
awful  death  that  had  come  su  close 
with   Its  vivid  horror. 

His  comrades,  many  of  whom  were 
intoxicated,  rushed  towards  him  to 
help  extinguish  the  flamen.  In  n  mo- 
ment, like  a  fired  powr1<-r  train,  the 
tongues  of  fire  had  tipread  to  tho  help- 
era,  and  the  petrol  they  carried  flared 
up,  the  powder  they  bor<-  exploded,  to 
send  a  dreadful  death  In  all   directions.

may,  aad  aball,  fifbt  tbam  to  a  ataad- 
atlU.  bet  wa  aball  not  achieve  tba  total 
overthrow  eaatiatial  to  a  draatic  aatUe- 
meut.  endurlaa  peace,  and  our  own 
future  aafatr. 

"The  coadKlone  are  aucb  that  if  onlr 
wa  are  atrens  and  prompt  enoufb  we 
can  wreat  aobd  out  of  evil  and  turn  the 
Balkan  atrusgle  entlreljr  and  fatallr  to 
German  diaadvantase.  The  enemjr  ia  at 
praaent  blocked  in  France,  blocked  op 
tha  lUlUn  frontier,  blooked  In  Ruaala. 
In  all  three  directions  the  Qermana 
have  reached  their  limit.  If  tbay  ara 
blocked  In  the  Balkana  durlnr  the  next 
few  weeka  and  brought  visible  to  their 
limit  In  that  direction  alao,  the  Central 
Empirea,  with  limited  numbers  and  com- 
inc  to  their  laat  reaervea.  will  have 
stretched  out  their  Bchtlnr  line  to  Ita 
lonsest  and  thinneat.  If  they  are  but 
held  on  that  line  to  becln  with,  It  can 
be  mora  certainly  ruptured  In  ita 
wcakeat  point  They  will  then  prasa  In 
on  all  fronts  in  due  courae  by  the  ac- 
cumulating atrenstb  of  the  All'iea' 
forces.  employed  with  increasinc 
auperlority  of  numbers  on  a  combined 
offensive  working:  from  west,  eaat  and 
south. 

"The  enemy  In  the  Balkans  la  playing 
hia  laat  card.  The  Allies  In  France  and 
Belgium  ean  in  any  case  keep  their 
front  Impregnable.  Under  the  new 
conditions  they  can  postpone  their 
Western  offensive  If  they  choose,  ao  aa 
to  make  It  more  crushing  at  a  later 
atage. 

"It  suits  General  Joffre  that  the  Ger- 
mans, in  the  pursuit  of  the  Balkan 
adventure,  should  either  be  compelled 
positively  to  reduce  their  strenRth  be- 
tween the  North  Sea  and  the  Vosges,  or 
should  have  the  utmost  diflllculty  in  sup- 
plying the  reinforcements  required  to 
keep  up  to  a  aafe  level  their  strength 
against  the  Franco-Brltlah  armies. 
They  ara  Just  the  conditions  required  to 
accelerate  the '  coming  of  the  flnal 
situation,  when  General  Joffre  wilt 
have  it  in  his  grasp  to  win  the  crown- 
ing victory  of  the  European  war. 
Baaato  la  Ballvraa 

"In  the  (last  Ruasla  is  already  r«n 
lieved  to  a  remarkable  degree  by  the 
tranafer  to  the  Balkan  frontier  of  the 
armies  under  Mackensen.  Gallwlts  and 
EMchom.  Our  Rusaian  Alllea  have  a 
breathing  space.  The  Cxar's  armies  in 
the  next  stage  a  few  months  hence 
could  awing  their  offensive  with  greater 
effect  against  an  enemy  weakened  on 
the  Elastern  front  by  the  diversion  of 
troops  and  reinforcementa  of  guns  and 
ammunltloh  toward  the  Danube. 

"The  first  thing  is  to  oave  Serbia, 
atop  the  German  advance  and  deprive 
the  Bulgarians  of  their  hopes  in  Ma- 
cedonia. Britain  and  France,  but  Brit- 
ain above  all,  must  throw  rapidly  In  the 
Balkana  enough  troops  to  neutralise  the 
Bulgarian  attack.  This  means  at  leaat 
260,000  men:  that  is  a  preliminary  atep. 
Further  atepa  will  mean  the  real  test 
of  British  capacity  and  statesmanship. 
We  muat  act  at  Bucharest  and  at 
Athens  as  we  have  failed  to  act  at 
Bolia.  We  must  guarantee  to  Roumania 
and  Greece  that  with  the  Alllea  they 
will  be  on  the  winning  aide.  To  make 
that  guarantee  fully  effective  we  must 
pledge  ourselves  to  raise  British  and 
French  forces  in  the  Balkans  within  a 
stipulated  time  to  the  strength  of  600,- 
000   men   and   more  if  need   be. 

"Roumania  can  put  000,000  In  the 
(leM.  Neutrals,  like  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, count,  too,  npon  a  division. 
Roumania  in  the  end  must  move  either 
one  way  or  the  other,  and  would,  rather 
go  with  the  Allies,  but  her  geographical 
position  forbida  her  to  leave  anything 
to  chance.  She  must  be  thoroughly 
satisfled  as  to  the  military  prospects  In 
the  Balkans.  She  must  have  full  In- 
ducements. There  must  be  no  mora 
blindness  In  that  respect,  no  more  ped- 
dling diplomacy  on  the  part  of  the  Al- 
llea 

"The  adhesion  of  Roumania  would 
mean  not  only  a  splendid  accession  to 
the  Allies'  numbers  and  efllclency;  it 
would  mean  that  the  Ruaslan  forces 
would  be  directly  linked  up  by  Rou- 
manian railways  with  the  heart  of  tha 
Balkans.  That  would  mean  that  Rus- 
sian   troops    would    pass    Into    Bulgaria. 


"That  would  bring  about  a  complete 
political  revolution  in  Bulgaria,  tha 
sweeping  away  of  King  Ferdinand  and 
hln  dynasty,  the  '  return  of  the  Bul- 
garian army  to  the  Slav  cause.  That  ia 
aa  carUIn  a  poaslbility  as  anything  ia 
political  oauculatlon  eian  be.  The  At- 
Ilea  ean  aecure  tha  adhesion  of  Rou- 
mania. the  ravaraai  of  the  Bulgarian 
poller,  the  saving  of  Serbia  and  the 
raaatary  of  Turkey  if  the  military 
policy  In  the  Balkans  is  decisive  enough 
and  their  diplomatic  action  at  Bucharaat 
la  Iwld  and   ganeroua. 

"Of  Oreaea.  parbapa,  tha  leaa  aald  at 
praaent  the  better.  It  la  essential  that 
there  ahoatd  be  perfect  clearnemi  about 
the  altuatlan  and  that  the  Allies  should 
be  sure  of  their  ground  In  every 
respect.  Venlaeloa  and  the  majority  of 
the  Greek  people  are  In  painful  conflict 
with  King  Oonotantlne.  tba  Kalaar's 
slater  and  the  court.  The  new  cabinet, 
under  M.  Saimla  haa  takan  the  Terr 
grave  step  of  repiMllatlna  Ita  treaty 
•MlgatloiM  to  Serbia. 

"We  doubt  whether  the  canseqaenrea 
of  that  pallor.  If  adhered  to.  have  b««n

ATHENS.  Oct  SO.— The  British  and 
Russian  ministers  have  notiHed  the 
Greek  Government  In  a  friendly  way.  of 
the  Allies'  determination  to  aend  heavy 
reinforcementa  to   the   Balkans. 

They  discussed  also  with  the  Foreign 
Minister  the  Ser^-Greek  treaty,  dip- 
lomatically, but  plainly.  Intimating  that 
the  Allies  could  not  endorse  the  Greek 
view  that  the  pact  did  not  require 
Greece  to  go  to  Serbia'a  aid  against 
Bulgaria. 

CHICAGO.  III.,  Oct.  SO.— Constantino 
Stepbanov,  representative  of  Tha 
Chicago  Dally  News,  at  SoHa.  Bulgaria, 
sends  the  following: 

"Following  is  the  Inside  story  of 
Premier  Ventieloa'  recent  resignation: 
When  Bulgaria  mobilised  her  army  he 
(Venlseloa)  aent  this  message  to  BrlUln 
and  France:  "We  are  powerless  before 
a  Bulgarian  attack  and  entrust  the  in- 
terests of  our  country  to  your  hands. 
We  beg  your  support.' 

"  "To  thia  me'ssage  he  received  the  fol- 
lowing reply: 

"'France  will  aend  900,000  and  Eng- 
land 160,000  men.  with  the  necessary 
equipment.'  King  ConsUnttne,  It  is 
said,  was  kept  in  the  dark  as  to  the 
Premier's  telegram. 

"•Whan  14,000  French  and  g.ooo 
Britlah  aoldiera  were  landed  at  Salonica 
there  was  a  clash  between  the  King  and 
tha,  Premier,  followed  by  an  estrange- 
ment King  Constantlne  prevailed  on 
Premier  Veniselos  to  resign  after  com- 
pelling him  to  Issue  a  proteet  against 
the  landing  of  Entente  troops  on  Greek 
•eoll.' " 


YUKON  GOLD  STRIKE

VANCOUVER,  B.  C  Oct  80.— "A 
rich  strike  of  placer  gold  haa  been 
made  on  Rude  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the 
Klotosson  River,  and  a  stampede  is  now 
on  for  that  district.  On  my  way  out  I 
met  possibly  as  many  aa  160  men  on 
their  way  in,"  declared  Commlasloner 
George  Black,  head  of  the  government 
in  the  Yukon  Territory,  who  arrived  in 
Vancouver  on  Monday. 

"The  discovery  of  the  placer  gold 
was  made  last  month  by  Mr.  Jens  Rude 
and  his  partner,  two  prospectors.  The 
creek  has  been  named  Rude  Cre^.  The 
sand  and  gravel  of  the  creek  has  given 
values  of  tl.60  per  aquare  foot  to  a 
depth  of  six  feet  This  Is  considered 
excellent  values.  The  prospectors 
brought  out  fifty  ounces  of  gold  at  the 
Ume  they  staked  their  claim.  It  haa 
been  the  policy  of  the  Yukon  govem- 
niant  to  aaalst  the  prospectors  by  fur- 
nishing them  with  free  transportation 
when  they  have  a  grubstake  sufficient 
to  last  them  a  year.  Jens  Rude  and 
nia  partner  were  two  of  these  pros- 
pectors who  were  thus  assisted.  They 
went  over  the  waters  of  the  Yukon,  up 
the  White  River  to  the  Klotoason 
River.  The  government  is  gratified  to 
aee  that  their  efforta  In  aaslating  the 
prospector  has   met   with   aoch   auccess. 

"The  point  where  the  gold  was  dis- 
covered is  thirty  aiiles  from  naviga- 
tion on  ttie  Yukon.  The  government 
is  cutting  a  trail  in  for  tha  aceemmo- 
datton  of  tha  miners.  Uttla  work  can 
be  dona  thIa  year  owing  to  tha  late- 
ness of  the  season  when  the  discovery 
was  made.  The  men  are  going  in.  how- 
ever, to  suke  their  claims  and  gat 
ready  for  operations  in  the  early 
Mprlng.  The  discoverers  are  allowed  to 
stake  1,690  feet  along  the  banka  of  tha 
stream  and  running  to  a  width  of  l.OOO 
feet  en  each  side  of  the  valley.  ThIa 
makes  a  apace  l.SOO  feet  kmg  by  S.fOt 
feat  wide.  Thaaa  who  coma  after  the 
diacoverars  are  allowed  to  stake  50e 
feat  along  tha  hank  of  tha  stream  and 
J,0#«    feet   In   Width."

All  Orders  for  War  Supplies  for 
Allies  Are  Sanctioned  by 
the  British  Representative- 
Russia  Overstepped  Limiti 


New  YORK.  Oct  to.— Tha  acopa  of 
tbe  International  War  Suppltaa  Com- 
mlttea  extends  to  supplies  .  needed  for 
Allied  armlea  In  the  Seld  and  tbe  Allied 
navlea,  which  ara  Incapable  of  balng 
supplied  In  Buropa. 

Great  Britain,  as  banker  for  the  Al- 
lies, dominates  thIa  commlttaa.  Britlah 
purchaaea,  where  convenient,  are  made 
in  this  country  without  conaulting  the 
committee  Only  In  the  ntost  per- 
functory way  does  tba  commlttaa  keep 
track  of  the  Britlah  auppllas  bought 
here.  Another  department  of  the  Oov- 
cmroent  attends   to   this. 

One  of  the  chief  functions  of  the 
Britlah  members  of  the  comntlttee  Is  to 
act  as  mouthpiece  of  tha  treaaury  in 
allotting  to  tba  other  nationa  the 
amounts  advanced  to  Great  Britain  for 
tha  purohaae  of  wac  auppllea  In  this 
country.  Each  country  la  financed  to  a 
certain  extent — In  the  case  of  Ruasla 
alrooat  wholly— by  Great  Britain.  The 
British  memlMrs  of  tba  committee  ad- 
vise the  represenUtlves  of  other  na- 
tions Just  how  much  Great  Britain  wUl 
permit  them  to  apend  at  atatad  Inter- 
vale, bow  much  they  will  be  parmlUad 
to  contract  for  fn  the  United  States 
with  the  British  guarantee  of  payment 
and  how  the  money  aball  be  apent. 

Tha  only  time  the  committee'a  plan 
failed  of  operation  Vaa  about  six 
montba  ago.  and  the  effaota  of  the 
failure  have  not  yet  been  eradicated. 
This  was  in  connection  with  purchaaes 
made  by  Russia  in  the  United  States. 

Russia  had  been  notined  by  the  Brit- 
ish members  of  the  committee  that  she 
might  spend  a  certain  sum  of  money 
for  war  supplies  in  this  country.  The 
sum  was  not  disclosed,  but  It  Is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  between  1100,000,000 
aand  |S00,000,000.  Whether  the  allot- 
ment waa  fully  understood  by  tbe  Rua- 
Bian  Government  ia  not  known,  but 
what  Ruaaia  did  waa  to- spend  the  sum 
allotted  and,  in  addition,  make  huge 
commitments  in  thia  country  for  fur- 
ther auppllea.  The  commitments,  cov- 
ering many  months,  were  aald  to  run 
into  the  hundreds  of-  mllliona  of  dol- 
•»«■• — a  aum  In  excess  Of  the  amount  al- 
lotted her  by  the  British  Government 

In  making  these  contracts,  appar- 
ently Russia  failed  to  consult  the  com- 
mittee. When  the  contraota  came  due 
m  part  Ruaaia  had  insufflcient  funds  to 
meet  them,  and  the  committee,  not  hav- 
ing authorised  the  making  of  the  con- 
tracts, had  to  devise  quickly  some 
methdd  of  paying  the  bill.  This  was 
extremely  difflclut  and  the  demorallBa- 
tion  of  the  principal  exchange  markets 
in  this  country  recently  waa  attributed 
In  no  small  measure -Co  this  cause. 

Since  that  time  Russia  haa  adhered 
strictly  to  the  wishes  of  the  committee. 
In  turn  Great  Britain  ia  paying  her  billp 
hera  Not  only  these  bills  but  those  of 
Italy,  and  more  recently  France,  ara  be- 
ing paid  today  by  Great  Brlutn. 

A  single  financial  house — J.  p,  Morgan 
and  Company— act  aa  the  disbursing 
agency  of  tha  British  Government  in 
this  country.  Their  disbursements  are 
understood  to  yover  payment  of  all 
goods  purchased  for  the  Allies  here. 
Great  Britain  keeps  a  record  of  the 
amounts  which  her  Allies  draw  aggihst 
her  and  aeparate  transactions  between 
the  British  Government  and  those  of  tha 
other  Allies  provide  for  a  settling  of 
the  score  among  the  Allies. 

The  $500,000,000  Anglo-French  credit 
loan  just  negotiated,  it  Is  aald.  will  prd- 
vide  payment  for  a  large  quantity  of 
goods  purchaaed  here  for  Russia.  The 
WMis  have  been  or  will  be  shipped  to 
Ruasla.  but  the  bill  will  ,0  to  England. 
Some  experts  estimate  that  aa  much  as 
half  of  the  loan,  or  1250,000,000,  may  be 
used  m  paying  for  suppllea  for  Russia, 
chiefiy  for  supplies  for  which  she  con- 
tracted  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
International  committee.
